But, we Worſhip the true GOD, that Almighty and Su- 
preme Being, who is the undoubted Author and Giver” 


of all Bleſſings; to whole irreſiſtible Arm, all our Victo- 


ries and Deliverances are indiſputably to be aſcribed; 


and ſhall we then be more tardy and leſs r re in our 


Thankſgivings to the GOD of Heaven and Earth, than 
were the ſenſeleſs Pagans to their more. ſenſeleſs Deities? 


Among the Heathens, there were ſeveral ways of ac- 


knowledging Victory to. be from the. Bleſſing of their. 


Gods. Firſt, The Dedication of the Tenth of all their 
Spoils to their Gods 3 which they learnt from that Paſ- 
ſage of Abrabam, Gen. 15. Secondly; The Oblation of 
large and coſtly Sacrifices z of which we have an Ex- 
ample in Alexander Severus, who admitted the Senate 
to. Decree publick Sacrifices for his many Yidories : 
He required a Teſtimony from his People, as ample as 


his- 
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his Conqueſts, for he believed that the Gods would 
not be Arise with a leſs. Thirdly, Another way they 
nad in exprefling their Gratitude, in Singing Hymns and 

_ Triumphant Songs to the Honour of their Gods; nor 

does it at all make the Practice now, to be leſs Religious, 

becauſe it was then Heatheniſh ; for the Pagans had theſe 
Cuſtoms, as they had many other of their Religious Rites, 
from the Patriarchs of old, and from the conſtant Practice 
of thoſe Worthies mentioned in — Writ; and particy- 
larly this Symphony and intercheangeable Singing of 
theirs, they borrowed from that fore-cited Song of Moſes, 
Exod. 15. Laſtly, As a ſtanding Mark öf their Thanks up- 
on the obtaining of their Victories, they erected ſtately 
and ſumptuous Altars, with the Names and Titles of 

* their Deities affixd to em; of thoſe Deities under 
whoſe 8 they ſuppoſed themſelves to be, and 
by whoſe Aſſiſtance they fancy d themſelves fo Victo- 

rious and Succesful. And althe the Raman Triumphs, 
_ which” Hiſtory informs us of, ſeem to ſome to have been 

only deſigned to the Honour and Applauſe of the Con- 
queror; yet we ſhall find they were accompanied with 
many Acts of their kind of Religion, (ſuch as it was) 
to the Honour of their Gods too: For thus they are 

deſcribed by Al. ab. Alex. gen. dier. Lib, 6. Cap. 6. On + 
that Day, all the I. one the City being open, the 

<< whole Multitude of all Kinds and Degrees, of all Ages, 
Land Sexes, with Vows and Prayers, offer'd at the Altars : 
they killed Sacrifices, ' and gave Thanks to the Gods, 
« ſignifying the Foy of their Minds, by Singing, by Ver- 
* ſes, by loud Acclamations, till the whole Pomp — by . 
et he. Holy way was come up to the Capitol, whither they 
had Bulls in great State to be offer d, in the Temple of 
“Jupiter, O. M. See what mighty Zeal for theſe Mock- 
Cods, had theſe Blind and Ignorant Heathens 3; ſee _ 
"Et 8 combin 
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combin d, how linck'd together, . confederated they 
were in the Returns of a public 
publick Bleſſings: Obſerve by how many Ways and Me- 


thods they ſtudiouſly contriv'd to expreſs their Thanks 


and Obligation to their Gods; they Marſhall'd, they rank d 
their Devotions with as curious a Concern as they did 


their Armies, and were as obſervant," that Decency and 


Order ſhould be maingain'd in the former, as in the latter: 
They thought they could never do enough to re-pay the 


Bleſlings of their Conqueſts, and they aſſembled them- 


ſelves, as before in the Fields, ſo now in the Tem- 
ple, in Troops, to ſignalize that Univerſal Veneration 
they owed, and were reſolved to pay for a glorious and 
a renowned Victory, 5 = 


And notwithſtanding their Devotions were all Pagean- 


try, and-meerly Ceremonious at their publick Rejoycings | 


et however, ſo much muſt be granted, that they were 
evout and Thankful in their way, they acted in theſe 
Services according to their beſt. Knowledge, and accord- 
ing to their beſt Capacities : They Worſhipp'd and they 
- Adord agreeably to their Illumination; and be their Re- 
ligion never ſo ſenſeleſs, yet it was enough both to 
convince and to ſhame us Chriſtians, that they had thank- 
ful Hearts, and gratefuL Spirits. This then was the 
Practice of meer Pagans, of thoſe who had not that Light 
of the Goſpel, and thoſe vaſt Improvements in Religi- 
on, that are ſo freely and ſo graciouſly vouchſated

And altho the Idolatry of theſe Heatheniſh Superſti- 
tions was left out by the Chriſtian Emperors, yet the 
great and the indiſpenſable Duty of Thankſgiving to GO 
was. ſtill retdined, as appears by two very memorable

| | Thanks for his Victory; who alſo did it with ſolemn 
and publick Devotion, and commended the Religious 
| Care of the Emperor herein. Here you ſee. the Piety 
of two. Chriſtian Emperors, who tho but newly Con- 
| verted to the Faith, yet had both Natural and Religious 
| Inclinations to this moſt neceſſary, as well as moſt plea- 
iin Duty of Thankſgiving. They knew that the Great 
and Good GOD was the Author of the Mercies they re- 
| | ' ceived; that it was he that trod down their Enem 
under them; and therefore to him they aſcribed: the 
1 Honour and the Glory of their Succeſs; to his Name 
| and Great Majeſty they gave all the Praiſe, and they did 
= - it, you obſerve, after the moſt ſolemn, and in the moſt 
* publick Manner; in ſuch a way as declar d the Blefling* 
to be of an univerſal Concernment; and tllerefore to be 
acknowledged by a National Congratulation, And 
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And we have two other "Inſtances out of our own 
Chronicles, which parallel thoſe of theſe two Great and 
pious Emperors. The Firſt is, That of the Valiant and 
truly Religions K. Henry V. who after the Victory at 
Agincourt, 3 cauſed the whole Army in their 
Array, as they were, to give GOD Thanks, cauſing 
the Clergy there preſent to Sing the 118 Pſalm, &c. 
and made Proclamation, that at the Verſe | Not unto us, 
O LORD, not unto us, but unto thy Name, give Glory, 
Pal. 115. 1. J every one ſhould Kneel down, and the 
 Horſe-men Bow their Bodies; and then Singing Tz Deum 

and other Holy 1 they marched to the Enemies 
Camp. Here you ſee the vigilant Devotion of an Hi- 
gliſh Monarch, and how publick he order d the Thankſ- 
giving to be for a 9 1 * Blefling and Succeſs. So alſo, 
Secondly, When GOD had deliver d the moſt, Religious 
and Happy Queen Elizabeth from the pretended Invin- 
cible Armado of Spain, ſo known in the memorable Re- 
cords of the famous 88. that Holy and ſo fignally Suc- 
ceſsful Queen, cauſed a general Thankſgiving to be through- 
out her whole Realm; and Dedicating the Eenemy's En- 
figns to GOD in the Cathedral of St. Paul's, London, 
(the very place in which our now Gracious Queen is 
paying her Devotions and her Thanks to GOD) ſhe 
her ſelf Rode thither in a Pompous and Triumphant Man- 
ner, to expreſs her Own and the Nation's Thanks for 
ſo Great and Glorious a Victory. So that if the Reaſon 
and the Example of all Mankind, yea, of Chriſtians, nay, 
and of our own Pious Anceſtors,can move us, we muſt not, 
we cannot ſurely with any Pretence, omit this neceſſary 
and concerning Duty of a National Thankſgiving, for the 
great and the. oublick Mercies we have receiv'd ; which leads 
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III. Third and Laſt Particular I propoſed to ſpeak to; 
viz. To ſhew how our particular Caſe at this time does 
yet more particularly require from us a moſt Affectionate and 
A4. National Thankſgiving. And here, methinks, I ſee my 

Labour to be viſibly ſuperceded by that expreflive Joy 
which is ſo legible in all your Countenances. There 1s 
indeed a kind of Language in Mens Looks; there is ſome- 
thing that conveys our Thoughts and our Reſentments to 
each other thro our very Eyes; and if ever the Intima- 
tion was in a more than ordinary manner viſible, I think 
it is ſo at this preſent. Methinks the Hearts of every 
one of us, like that of the Queen's, appears in every 
Lineament of our Faces to be entirely Engliſh : Methinks 
every Tongue ſeems of it ſelf ſoluble, and ready to break 
out into David's Rapſody, This ts the Day, the al Day 
* indeed, and in which, we Rejoyce. And who can reli 
one would think, his own Natural Temper ſo far, as 

not to ſhew it manifeſtly in all the declaratory Acts of 
a thankful Rejoycing.

And yet ſtill we have thoſe of that Factious Sciſma- 
tical Spirit, whom. not all the Engagements of Provi- 
dence, or the Atteſtation of next to Miracles, can ei- 
ther force or invite to Loyalty and Gratitude ; a ſort 
of IIl- natur d, Grumbling, Turbulent Male- contents, we 
have among us, who with an invidious Eye, behold 
our glorious Atchievements, would with a malicious 
Spite leſſen our Victories, and with a ſcornful Diſdain, 
diſparage all the Bleſſings and Succeſſes of Her Majeſty's 
moſt IIluſtrious Reign. They envy her all thoſe Proſ- 
perities with which GOD has ſo ſignally Bleſſed Her 
and Us; and fince they cannot deny ( becauſe they are 
ſo palpable) the Triumphs of her Conqueſts, yet FT 
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had rather aſcribe the Honours. of em to others, than 
to her; and would inſinuate, that not Her's, but the 


Confederate Forces has been moſtly Inſtrumental to the 
Attainment. of this preſent Succeſs. Theſe are the leſ- 
ſening, the diſturbing Suggeſtions of many that are Ene- 
mies to the «Eſtablifh'd Churth ; and their inveterate 
Prejudices to this (bleſſed he GOD!) now flouriſhing 
Church, will ſcarce allow em to ſpeak or think fa- 
vourable of any Sovereign that is reſolved to eſpouſe 
and maintain the Church's Intereſt; they cannot bear 
any thing that may redound to her Glory, and there- 
fore would not (if they durſt ſpeak their Minds) have 
any Glory accrue to Her Sacred Defender. 


But ſay, Engliſh-man, can thy Memory, or can thy

Did we ever read of the 
like of any before her, who in a manner at her firſt In- 
auguration, who before ſhe had received any Portion of 
the Crown-Revenues, who before that Ad for the Main- 
tenance of her Civil Lift paſſed; gave an Hundred Thou- 
ſand Pounds for the immediate Subſiſtance and Encou- 
ragement of her Fleets and Armies? She did this great 
thing of her ſelf, and by her ſelf: She had providenti- 
ally referv'd this out of her then Competency, whilſt in 
2 private Station, for the Nation's Good, and ſhe convert- 
ed it to the Nation's Uſe : She ſaid it, and ſhe did it, ſhe 
proved her Promiſes by the unanſwerable Atteſtation of 
her Actions, and both teſtify'd her unparellel'd Zeal and 
Affection for her People, and were an happy Omen of 
her future, greater, and more generous Intententions. And 
therefore from the Civil State, let in the next place, I 
| ur: 
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Our thankful Enquiries proceed to her yigilent Care, 
her 1mmoveable Piety, and Adherence to her unpreſi-

rity obliges them to) the Church's Enemies: And in this 
wiſe Deſignation of Church-Governors, her moſt Reli- 
ious - Majeſty has moſt demonſtratively atteſted her Zeal 
r GOD's Honour, and the Church's Good: She has 
in all the Church-Dignities her ſelf has diſpoſed off, 
haid the Foundation good, and then the Superſtructure 
muſt of conſequence be flouriſhing and laſting,

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But her Sovereign and Religious Care, is AN "Il 


confin'd to the Reverend Biſhops and Pillars (as I ſaid 
of the Church, but her Illuſtrious and Beneficial Con- 
cern, has been moſt remarkably diſcoverable to all the 
Subordinate Cle and Miniſters of it. So conſtant 
and ſo devout is her own Attendance on GOD's Altar, 
that for the ſake of GOD, and for the grearer Proſperity of 
his Church, ſhe has caſt her own benign Eye on all thoſe 
that wait and attend there: And what can be a more 
egnant and confirming Proof of this, than her own 
Frank and perpetual Contributions, the parting with fo 
confiderable a Branch of her own Revenues ( asall muſt 
allow the Fir/t-Fruits to be) towards the Support 
And Subſiſtence of her Poorer Clergy ?
